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EDMONTON'S ELECTIONS 

The defeat of Mayor Douglas was the 
surprise of yesterday's civic elections in 
Edmonton. It is not to be accounted for 
by any dissatisfaction with his adminis- 
tration which made itself apparent during 
the year or even during the course of the 
campaign. The reason may be sought in 
the difficulties which must surround a city 
executive in these troubled times, while 
the fact that he was seeking a third term 
gave an undoubted advantage to his op- 
ponent, 

Mayor-elect Knott has had many years 
experience in the city council and the hos- 
pital board, and is a man of moderate 
views and unimpeachable character. There 
is every reason to suppose that he will be 
able to discharge the duties of the mayor- 
alty in a creditable and efficient way. 
Congratulations are due to him for hav- 
ing won in the face of conditions which 
did not seem to promise success. 

In the aldermanic and public school 


board contests the electors gave a general 
preference to experienced candidates. 
Three out of four of the retiring aldermen 
were re-elected, and three out of four re- 
tiring trustees; evidence that the conduct 
ef both council and school board during 
tho year has been satisfactory to a degree. 
‘"|_o net result from the party standpoint 
is that Labor has one more aldermanic 
re, ntative than last year. The line-up 
in the school board will be the same. 

rhe bylaws to provide money for pav- 
ing and street gravelling were approved, 
while all the others were rejected. Edmon- 
ton people are plainly determined to have 
their streets put in condition, whatever 
other kinds of civic improvements have to 
wait. The defeat of the bylaw to author- 
ize the erection of a new fire hall is par- 
ticularly unfortunate, and hard to under- 
stand. The hall is needed, and will have 
to be built, on that or some other site, be- 
fore very long. 

The electors instructed the council to 
continue to operate the McKernan street 
railway line, despite the loss of $5,000 a 
year that is involved. However regret- 
table that may be from the standpoint of 
street railway finances, it indicates a de- 
termination to adhere rigidly to the provi- 
sions of the amalgamation agreement, 
even when adherence means losing money. 

The vote was the largest ever polled in 
the history of the city, contrary to some- 
what general expectations. Whatever the 
legality and general desirability of hold- 
ing an election on a Dominion holiday, that 
evidently “brings out the voters.” 

The election having ended, it is the 
duty of all sections of the electors to give 
to the new mayor and council and school 
board whatever measure of co-operation 
may be possible, to the end that municipal 
and school affairs may be conducted to 
the best advantage of the city and its 
residents. The year will not be without its 
difficulties for both these bodies, and they 
are entitled to the sympathetic considera- 
tion and support of the public, with the 
management of whose business they have 
been entrusted. 


CURTAIL, OR PAY IN FULL 


Premier MacDonald told a London 
audience the United States “has let it be 
known” that the questions of war debts 
and reparations “have a direct bearing on 
disarmament.” 

This is a thinly-disguised diplomatic 
way of saying that any chance the Euro- 
pean countries have of getting their war 
debts reduced hinges upon their willing- 
ness to stop spending so much money on 
armies and navies. 

It is equally true that any chance thos 


countries have of paying their debts is 
contingent upon the reduction of thei: 


expenditures upon armament. That is why 
Washington has “‘let it be known” that it 
understands the relationship between the 
two questions. 

Europe cannot pay for the last war and 
carry the burden of maintaining ‘“‘prepar- 
edness” on a scale set by free competition. 
Thirteen years’ experience, ending in a 
war debt moratorium and a year’s arma- 
ment-building holiday proves that. Either 


Europe must cheat its creditors and sac- 
rifice its credit, or it must curtail its arma- 
ment expenditure. 

There is only too good reason to doubt 
that the European nations could pay their

They 
must apparently beg for mercy in any 
ihe consistent attitude of Woou- 
ington bears out the plain warning of Mr 
MacDonald that the European debtors will 
get no mercy unless they take concerted 
action to bring their war budgets down to 
figures which bear some reasonable rela- 
tionship to the peaceful intentions they 
proclaimed in the Treaty of Versailles and 
the Kellogg Pact. 


IT 1 UP TO THE LEAGUE 

China has invited the League of Na- 
tions to send an international force into 
Manchuria and police the country while 
its disagreement with Japan being 
ironed out. That is a constructive propo- 
sal, of a kind the League cannot well re- 
fuse to accept. It is in fact the one ap- 
parent*way of taking the situation out of 
the hands of the belligerents, preventing 
war, and making good the position the 
League has assumed. 

There can be no doubt that Chinese 
authority in Manchuria has broken down, 
if it ever existed in any effective degree. 
There is little use in Geneva instructing 
Tokyo to withdraw its troops and leave 
the Japanese nationals in Manchuria at 
the mercy of bandits and mobs. Conditions 


being as they are now, no country with 
self-respect and a sense of responsibility 
toward its nationals could desert them in 
that manner. 

_ The League, having undertaken to 
deal with the situation, should be willing to 
take the responsibility of maintaining 
peace and order in the country if Japan is 
not to be allowed to do so after its own 
fashion. To refuse to do that, and insist 
that Japan withdraw its forces, would be 
taking a course more likely to precipitate 
anarchy than to prevent war.
